NOTTINGHAM TOWN MEETING 


MARCH 12, 1977 


The Annual Nottingham Town Meeting took place 
at the Nottingham Town Hall on March 12, 1977.

The meeting was opened with prayer offered by Dr. 
Thomas Fisher, John A. Perkins presiding. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Article 1 was acted upon on Tuesday, March 8, 1977. 
The polls were opened at 10:00 a.m. by Moderator, 
John A. Perkins and were closed at 7:00 p.m. by 
Moderator, John A. Perkins.

To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same. 


It was moved by Dana Russell and seconded by 
Philip Fernald to raise the sum of $122,381 to defray 
town charges. 


The budget was discussed item by item. The budget 
was presented by Budget Committee Chairman, Earl 
Rourke. Mr. Dana Russell noted that the total of 
$122,381 included $5,000 for a highway truck. 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
Forbes Bryce that General Expenses of the Highway 
Department be changed to $13,000. 


Voted in the affirmative. 

It was moved by Dana Russell and seconded by 
Elizabeth Kotler to reduce library expenses from 
$4,000.00 to $2,580.00 


Voted in the affirmative. 


The original motion was withdrawn. It was moved 
by Dana Russell and seconded by Philip Fernald to 
raise the total amount of $120,961 under Article 2. 


Voted in the affirmative. 
Article 3. To see if the Town will raise and 


appropriate the sum of $1,626.75 in support of the 
Rural District Health Council Inc. @ $1.35 per capita. 


It was moved by Mary Louise Fernald and seconded 
that Article 3 be accepted as written. 


Voted in the affirmative. 
Article 4. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $950.53 the State to contribute 
$6,336.86 for Town Road Aid. 


It was moved by Philip Fernald and seconded by 
Donald Perkins to accept article 4 as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 
Article 5. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100.00 to be paid to the 
Nottingham Historical Society. 


It was moved by Mary Louise Fernald and seconded 
that Article 5 be adopted as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 
Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropraite the sum of $500.00 to be used as a 


contribution for the Raymond Ambulance Service. 


It was moved by Philip Fernald and seconded to 
accept Article 6 as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell a Starlet Trailer acquired through 
Tax Collector’s Deed at Private Sale. 


It was moved by Dana Russell and seconded by 
Katherine Kyle to accept Article 7 as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 
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Article 8. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property acquired through Tax 
Collector’s Deeds and surplus equipment at Public 
Auction, and after being offered at Public Auction, to 
sell remaining property at Private Sale. 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
William Kyle to accept Article 8 as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to invest 
Federal Revenue Sharing in a special fund to be used 
in accordance with applicable guide lines, specific 
appropriations to be made by vote of the Town. 


It was moved by Dana Russell and seconded by 
Alfred Bonser to accept Article 9 as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to approp- 
priate $37,500.00 for a new fire truck and authorize the 
withdrawal of $15,000.00 for the purpose from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisons of the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972, with the balance to be raised by taxation. 


It was moved by John Fernald dad seconded to 
accept Article 10 as read. 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
William Kyle to amend Article 10 by adding ‘‘to 
include $4,000.00 capital reserve fund for this 
purpose.” 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
William Kyle to withdraw their amendment to Article 
10. 
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It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
William Kyle to amend Article 10 to read as follows: 
“To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $41,500 for 
a new fire truck and authorize the withdrawal of 
$15,000 for the purpose from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972, withdrawal of the fire 
truck Capital Reserve Fund, the balance to be raised 
by taxation.” 


Voted in the affirmative to accept Article 10 as 
amended. 


Article 11. If Article 10 is not passed in the 
affirmative then this article is to see if the Town will 
vote to appropriate and authorize withdrawal from 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972 for use as set-offs against budget appropriation in 
the following amounts: 


A. Police Department ......... not to exceed $5,000.00 
B.-hire Denarwment.. ..-*.. 3. not to exceed $4,000.00 
Gane Wd Thing Ur ee eas not to exceed $6,000.00 


It was moved by Earl Rourke and seconded by Philip 
Fernald to table Article 11. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow in anticipation of taxes. 


It was moved by Mary Louise Fernald and seconded 
by Ed Foss to accept Article 12 as read. 


Voted in the affirmative. 
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Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to discuss 
the merits of a Mosquito Control Research Plan for the 
Town of Nottingham. The Mosquito Control Com- 
mittee had requested $200 to fund this information 
project. : 


It was moved by Ed Foss and seconded by Earl 
Rourke for the town to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200 to establish a mosquito control district 
information project. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 14. Toseeif the Town will discuss the merits 
of increasing the price of cemetery lots and the cost of 
building permits and the effective date. The Selectmen 
have the authority to set the prices but wish to have 
the towns peoples opinion. 


After discussing this article at length, it was moved 
by Forbes Bryce and seconded by Ear! Rourke that the 
meeting advise the Selectmen to set a price 
comparable to cemetery lots in the surrounding area. 


Voted in the negative. 


It was moved by Jed Williamson and seconded by 
Perry Williamson to dispense with Article 14. The 
motion was withdrawn to open Article 14 for further 
discussion. 


Building permits were discussed. It was the feeling 
of most present that the $5.00 building permit fee does 
not cover the cost of a proper building inspection. It 
was suggested that the value of a building determine 
the cost of a permit and that a building should be 
visited more than one time. 


It was moved by Dana Russell and seconded by 
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Philip Fernald to cease discussion on Article 14 and 
move to Article 15. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 15. BY PETITION: To seeif the Town will 
vote to purchase a V-Plow not to exceed the price of 
$2,400.00. 


It was moved by Philip Fernald and seconded by 
John Fernald to accept Article 15 as read. 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
Earl Rourke to amend Article 15 to read “raise and 
appropriate’. 


Article 15 was voted in the affirmative as amended. 


Article 16. BY PETITION: To see if the Town 
will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:62 for a 
property tax exemption on real property equipped with 
a solar heating or cooling system which exemption 
shall be in the amount of the actual value of the 
equipment. 


It was moved by Jed Williamson and seconded by 
Elizabeth Kotler to accept Article 16 as read. 


It was moved by William Whitaker to amend Article 
16 to read “appraised value” rather than “actual 
value’. The motion was withdrawn. 


The feeling of some was to ask the selectmen to 
reduce evaluation on homes with woodstoves or other 
woodburning devices installed to conserve energy if a 
deduction in taxes were given to those who install 
solar heat. 
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RSA 72:62 was read by Jed Williamson who 
explained that the town can elect not to add tax 
because of the installation of a solar system. The 
Selectmen told those present that the addition of a 
solar system would not constitute a raise in taxes any 
more than the installation of any other kind of energy 
saving device. Selectman Dana Russell added that 
people who want to install solar heat systems are 
adding a value to their homes as other people add 
values to their homes in other ways. 


The original motion on Article 16 was moved. 


Voted in the negative. 


Article 17. BY PETITION: To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to 
reimburse in part, Rockingham Child and Family 
Services, a private, non-profit organization, for 
services rendered to four (4) families of the Town of 
Nottingham during the 1976 Calendar year. These 
families used 4 number of units of service with a 
resulting deficit of $7 per unit. We therefore request 
$50.00 to be used for current operating expenses to 
enable Rockingham Child and Family Services to 
continue providing counseling for residents of the 
Town of Nottingham whether or not said residents are 
able to pay. 


It was moved by Dana Russell to table Article 17, 
seconded by Earl Rourke. The money to be taken out of 
Town Officer’s Expenses. The motion was withdrawn. 


It was moved by Earl Rourke and seconded by 
William Kyle to amend Article 17 by deleting the word 
raise. 


The amendment was voted in the affirmative. 


It was moved by Earl Rourke and seconded by Dana 
Russell that Article 17 be accepted as amended. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 18. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting. 


It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded that 
the Selectmen be authorized to accept any Federal 
Youth Assistance Programs if available. 

Voted in the affirmative. 

It was moved by Donald Perkins and seconded by 
Louise Howard that the polls be opened the same 
hours next year as this year. 


Voted in the affirmative. 


It was moved by Earl Rourke and seconded by Dana 
Russell to adjourn the meeting at 4:30 p.m.

An 
inventory placed the number of hardbound volumes 
owned by the library at 4,284. 


Bookmobile: 

In addition to the permanent book collection, 
approximately 3,200 New Hampshire State Library 
books were made available through the Bookmobile 
which made three visits. 


Programs: 

The annual School Poster and Crafts contest was 
run in honor of National Library Week, with delightful 
results from the school children. Prizes were awarded 
at the presentation of Comics and Clowns, part of the 
UNH Summer Theatre Caravan. We have had various 
displays of paintings, hobbies and nature studies 
displayed by Nottingham residents, and hope to 
continue to do this. If anyone has a hobby or craft 
which they would like to display, please contact Libby, 
or one of the trustees. 


Library - School Program: 


Since September 1977, between nine and eleven 
hours a week have been devoted to working with the 
Nottingham Elementary School Children. This time is 
expected to increase in 1978-79, as there will be more 
school classes. We expect to be working closely with 
the school throughout the year to improve the quality 
of library time, as well as the quantity. 


Building and Grounds: 

The large room has been wired and panelled, and it 
is hoped it can be finished in the coming year. At least 
five town organizations are regularly using this area, 
or another part of the library, for meetings. Money 
from the Dr. Arthur Fernald Trust Fund which was 
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designated for this purpose was responsible for the 
progress made thus far on the basement. 


The carved wood sign with the town seal was paid 
for by the Brad Batchelder Memorial Fund. Two more 
trees have also been planted using money from this 
fund. We expect that these will provide shade and 
beauty in years to come. 


The new well has yet to be connected, but should be 
operative in the spring. 


Personnel: 

Libby has been attending the New Hampshire State 
Library courses on a regular basis, and should be 
certified during 1978.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The Nottingham Volunteer Fire Department 
answered forty-seven calls in 1977, which included 
structural, chimney fires, woods, and grass, 
motorvehicles, electrical and smoke investigations, 
auto accidents, power line fires, medical aid, LP tank 
fire, false alarm, public service (pumping out cellars), 
and there were three calls to the school; two which 
were to be false and the other was for a flooded 
furnace. 


The department was called to Northwood on Mutual 
Aid three times; one woods fire, one structural fire and 
one for station coverage. 


The department called Mutual Aid from the 
following towns: Northwood Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment three times; one for structural fire and two for 
woods fires. Lee Volunteer Fire Department three 
times; one for structural fire, one for woods fire and 
one for station coverage. Barrington Volunteer Fire 
Department for a structural fire. Raymond Fire 
Department three times; two for structural fires and 
one for a woods fire. Newmarket Fire Department for 
station coverage. Durham UNH Fire Department for a 
woods fire, man power only.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest Fire control in New Hampshire is ajoint state 
and town/city responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State 
Forester) appoints a forest fire warden and several 
deputy forest fire wardens in each town/city upon the 
recommendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest 
fire prevention and suppression activities in his town. 
He regulates the kindling of outside fires when the 
ground is not covered with snow by the issuance of 
written permits only when conditions are safe. He is 
responsible for suppression with the town/city and 
state sharing the cost. Suppression costs in excess of 4 
of 1% of the assessed valuation of the town are 
assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire 
organization and helps coordinate activities between 
towns/cities. The state also supports local forces with 
backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for 
suppression and prevention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, 
started in 1893, works well, for New Hampshire has 
enjoyed one of the smallest acreage losses due to forest 
fires in the United States for the past 25 years.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


During the past year Nottingham has experienced 
increased growth as a result of many subdivisions 
throughout the town. Approximately 50 building 
permits for single family residences were approved, 
almost twice the number approved in recent years. 
Based on this growth rate which will severely affect 
the cost of town services, the planning board has 
proposed an amendment to the zoning regulations 
limiting building permits to only 2 per month or a total 
of 24 per year. It was at the recommendation of the 
Nottingham Sounding Board that this action was 
initiated as a method to control growth until a Master 
Plan for the town is completed. 


The Planning Board wants to express its sincere 
thanks to all the members of the Sounding Board and 
those Nottingham residents who have contributed 
many hours of their time in the development of the 
Master Plan. We also want to acknowledge the 
Strafford Regional Planning Commission and speci- 
fically Nina Brown for their guidance and assistance 
in the Master Planning process.

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REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission has combined the 
natural resource information contained in the 
inventory maps prepared by the Strafford Regional 
Planning Commission and has developed its own map 
of Nottingham with that information. The map has 
been used to find potential locations for trails to 
connect historic landmarks and points of natural 
interest in a continuous loop of about thirty miles 
around the town. 


Whenever possible, this loop will use class VI roads 
to simplify easement, clearing, and wetland problems. 
In some situations, after walking a possible greenbelt 
section, goals were changed for the sake of keeping the 
trail continuous and feet relatively dry. 


Several landowner permissions have already been 
obtained, and work has begun on the clearing and 
maintenance of those easements. 


The commission has continued its membership in 
the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forests, whose growing interest in the further develop- 
ment of the State’s agricultural base is compatible 
with many of the town’s land resources. The Society’s 
publication will be available in the library, as will the 
Commission on the third Wednesday evening of al- 
most every month. Visitors are always welcome.

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RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT — 1977 


The Rural District Health Council, Inc. has experi- 
enced another year of growth and expansion of staff. 


The skilled nursing remains as the priority service 
within the agency. The agency’s staff also conducts 
adult health screenings weekly to member towns. This 
year a new program has been established in New 
Durham at the elementary school the first Wednesday 
of each month; the second Wednesday in Farmington 
Town Hall, the third Wednesday at the Northwood 
Town Hall, and the fourth Wednesday at the Milton 
Health Center. 


The number of patients enrolled within this program 
being 429 with an average of 79 patients seen each 
month. This service is partly funded by the State 
Council on Aging, Title II] and the Rural District 
Health Council. This program has become a very 
active one and the Council looks forward to increasing 
the type of screening in the new year. 


The Referral Coordinator at Frisbie Memorial, Mrs. 
Marie Dexter, R.N. has seen an increase in referrals 
being made to other Home Health Agencies. With the 
increase in service and cost of the program the agency 
looks to other sources for financial help. Mrs. Marie 
Dexter, R.N. is on the State Discharge Planning 
Committee. 


The agency also participates in the After Care 
Program in cooperation with the Strafford Guidance, 
and Seacoast Counseling Centers. 


The Council continues Home Health Aide services 
through the contract with the Strafford County 
Homemaker, Home Health Aide Association, and also 
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with the two Home Health Aides within the Agency; 
Gail LaRosa who covers the areas of Farmington, 
Milton, Middleton, New Durham, and Barrington, and 
Roberta LaFreniere covering the Northwood, 
Nottingham, Deerfield, and Strafford areas. This 
enables a better utilization of the professional staff 
while continuing to provide quality care. 


The Child Health Program has seen an increase 
in service within the past year. Miss Arlene Thorne, 
R.N., coordinator of the program has been appointed 
as a member for the State Child Health Conference 
Committee. This program offers physical exam- 
inations, immunizations, teaching and counseling for 
ages 0-6 years. This is funded in part by the U.S. Dept. 
of Health, Education and Welfare, N.H. Division of 
Public Health, Bureau of Maternal and Child Health 
Grant and the Rural District Health Council. This 
program has an enrollment of 835 children from 0-6 
years of age. This is a costly program as services are 
provided without charge to the residents. It does 
provide a needed service to the member towns as 
transportation is a problem and the services are 
provided in the areas. The Child Health program also 
provides home visits when necessary to assure 
continuity of care. Within this program there is a 
Dental program provided by the Division of Public 
Health, Bureau of Dental Health which provides 
cleaning and fluoride treatment every six months for 
children ages 3-6 years. 


The State has joined forces with the Federal 
Government to implement an ongoing immunization 
program for all children ages 0- school. The agency is 
represented on this Task Force by Ardala Houle, R.N. 


Because transportation is a problem in the areas 
covered by the agency, the Council offered space for 


the Strafford County Prenatal and Family Planning 
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Clinic to hold a satellite program once a month at the 
office, the first one taking place on July 26, 1977. The 
program is providing a need and sees an increase in 
service. Throughout the year we have provided home 
visits to the patients of Strafford County Prenatal and 
Family Planning Program and the Exeter Area 
Family Planning Program. 


The continued success of the program lies in the 
dedication of the Agency’s personnel, and the capable 
professional staff assures the availability of quality 
care. Because of the growth of the agency and the 
many sevices provided, it was necessary to appoint 
Marie Dexter, R.N. as Nursing Supervisor, and 
Referral Coordinator, and Arlene Thorne, R.N. 
Maternal and Child Health Coordinator covering all 
member towns; nurses being Barbara Drew, R.N. 
Farmington, Mary Timmons, R.N. Milton, Middleton, 
NeweDuriain. J0altes heaGnson.. hoN bo. IN. 
Northwood, Nottingham, Deerfield. The council is 
very fortunate to have Elizabeth Coons, R.N. on the 
staff covering Barrington and Strafford. Myrtle 
Walsh, R.N. and Alice Ziegra, R.N. B.S.N. cover when 
needed. Kathleen Hansen, RPT and Carl Scholls, RPT 
cover for Physical Therapy. 


The office duties are efficiently handled by Eleanor 
Eaton and June Chase. 


With the adoption of a new position and the salaries 
increased equal to the area, the Council is seeing a 
marked increase in the budget. The Council finds it 
necessary to increase the per capital request from each 
Town to $1.50 in order to continue to provide these 
greatly needed services. 


During the past year the Council has made 188 
Skilled Nursing Visits, 24 Home Health Aide Visits, 55 


Physical Therapy Visits, and 63 Child Health Visits 
with a grand total of 330 for the town of Nottingham.

The commission will also be very active in (1) 
developing policies for planning & development that 
are specifically related to the Strafford Region; (2) 
Assist council to maintain & implement the Strafford 
Rockingham Regional land use plan; (3) Assist Office 
of Comprehensive Planning in preparation of a 
coastal area management plan that will meet 
requirements of the Federal Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment Act of 1972; (4) Provide a written report with 
recommendations for implementing a: rural mass 
transportation system to meet needs of the rural parts 
of our region; (5) Provide housing information & data 
to member communities; (6) Encourage appropriate 
solutions to the regions solid waste management 
program; (7) Act as convenor to a regional association 
of human services agencies, and (8) Provide 
specialized assistance to local decision-makers. 


Highlights of the commissions activities for the past 
year briefly are: holding several workshops on open 
space protection, solid waste management and 
economic development. It produced a series of five 
solid waste handbooks, designed to help communities 
work out solutions to waste disposal problems. 
Published a handbook on methods of open space 
protection and it provided comprehensive technical 
assistance to its member towns. 


The commission has been very active in guiding 
your Sounding Board in forming a Master Plan for the 
town. It will continue to assist both the Sounding 
Board and Planning Board in their efforts to 
formulate a Zoning Ordinance that will serve our 
future needs more adequately than our present one. 
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Growth control most likely will be a major issue in 
most member communities as it is in ours. This 
emphasizes the need for more citizen participation in 
the planning process and basing ordinances on land 
capability. Nottingham has the maps showing 
resources to be protected and land use suitability 
enabling it to make decisions on growth & 
development.

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MINUTES OF THE NOTTINGHAM 
SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 4, 1977 


The annual meeting of the Nottingham School 
District took place on March 4, 1977 at the 
Nottingham School. Moderator John A. Perkins called 
the meeting to order at 8:11 p.m. The Moderator read 
the warrant articles and discussion of the articles 


followed. 


ARTICLE I - To determine and appoint the salaries of 
the School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the 
compensation of any other officers or agents of the 
district. 


It was moved by Richard Bengston, seconded by 
David Colby to raise the amount of $1,375.00. 
(Voted in the affirmative) 


ARTICLE II - To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees, or officers chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


It was reported by David Colby that no other reports 
other than those contained in the town report were to 
be given. This article was dispensed with. 


ARTICLE III - To choose agents and committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


Richard Bengston reported that there were no 
agents or committees to be chosen except in Article VI. 


Article II] was dispensed with. 


ARTICLE IV - To see what sum of money the district 
will raise and appropriate for the support of schools, 
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for the salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
district. 


It was moved by Richard Bengston and seconded by 
David Colby to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$389,729.00 to be gone over item by item. 


Line 135 - The Board explained that the sum of 
$1,200.00 was asked for in the event that the Board 
should go to arbitration at a cost of $600 for each case. 


Line 210 - Mr. Paul Auger told those present that he 
would like to cut the Principal’s salary by $3,000.00 as 
he does not feel the salary of the principal is justified 
in comparison to the other teacher’s salaries. It was 
moved by Mr. Auger and seconded by Jed Williamson 
to decrease the principal’s salary from $13,950.00 to 
$10,950.00. This would reduce the line item by 
$3,000.00 


The Board advised Mr. Auger that the Board sets the 
salaries and a $3,000.00 cut would show up in the 
overall line item if voted in the affirmative and would 
not necessarily constitute a $3,000.00 decrease in the 
principal’s salary. 


Superintendent Barry Clough, spoke about the 
duties of the school principal. It was noted by Mr. 
Clough that the Nottingham school principal’s salary 
falls below the median salary of principal’s in the 
Union. 


Mrs. T. Ann York spoke in favor of the school principal 
and of the rapport between the teachers, parents and 


students at the Nottingham School. 


The motion was moved. 
(Voted in the negative) 
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Line 210 - Substitute teachers receive $25.00 per day. 


Line 1477 - The Board explained that under trans- 
portation, the District is responsible for providing 
transportation to any child under 14 years of age. 


Line 1477.1 - There was an error in the tuition paid to 
Oyster River. The tuition should read $2,610 rather 
than $2,810. Line item 1477.1 was changed to a total of 
$142,885.00 


Line 1477.3 - Under Supervisory Union Expenses 
there was an error of $68.00. Line 1477.3 was changed 
to read $9,032.52 rather than $9,100.52. 


It was moved by Richard Bengston and seconded by 
David Colby to amend the original motion to read 
$389,461 rather than $389,729. 


The motion was moved on Article IV. 
(Voted in the affirmative) 


ARTICLE V - To see if the district will authorize the 
School Board to make application for and to receive 
and expend, in the name of the district, such advances, 
grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes 
as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the 
United States Government and/or state agencies. 


It was moved by David Colby, seconded by Richard 
McGowen to accept Article V as read. 
(Voted in the affirmative) 


ARTICLE VI - To see if the district will vote to 
authorize the School Board to appoint a building com- 
mittee consisting of a minimum of five members. The 
committee will be directed to report back to the district 
at a special meeting, or annual meeting of the district 
in March, 1978. 
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It was moved by Philip Fernald and seconded by 
David Colby to accept Article VI as read. 
(Voted in the affirmative) 


ARTICLE VII - To see if the district will vote to raise 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) for the 
use of the building committee in paying its expenses. 


It was moved by David Colby and seconded by 
Richard McGowen to accept Article VII as read. 


It was moved by Dana Russell and seconded by 
Philip Fernald to amend Article VII to add; 
Authorization will come from the School Committee 
for monies expended under Article VII. 


The motion was moved on the amendment. 


Voted in the affirmative to accept Article VII as 
amended.

It was moved by Thomas Sweeney and seconded by 
Philip Fernald to amend Article IX by inserting the 
word raise. 


The amendment was moved. 
(Voted in the affirmative) 


The original motion was moved.

ARTICLE X - To see if the district will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for a contingency 
fund as provided by the New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated 196:4b.

Superintendent Barry Clough talked about 
evaluation procedure.

The Board told those at the meeting that the state 
average for pupil education excluding transportation 
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is $1,061.00 per student. Nottingham school is 
currently spending a total of $686.88 to educate each 
student at the present time.

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In addition, the District is supporting the following pupils: One at 
Great Bay School at $1,836.00; One at Great Bay School at $1,675.00; 
One at Rockingham School at $2,080.00; and One at Clarke School 
for the Deaf at $530.50. These students are handicapped and require 
special programs not available in Nottingham. 


There are several articles in this year’s School 
District Warrant which deal with the issue of 
increasing pupil enrollment in the District. Several of 
these articles represent a great deal of effort and 
energy on the part of your Building Committee and 
School Board. The recommendations of the Building 
Committee and School Board are based on an 
exhaustive study of the District’s current and future 
space needs and represents a very thoughtful 
approach to the needs of the District. The Town’s 
growth is reasonably rapid with a corresponding effect 
on the pupil population. This past year has seen a 12% 
increase in enrollment and as I stated in last year’s 
report, during the preceeding five years the enrollment 
had increased by 38.6%. The challenge of increasing 
growth must be met with meaningful and enlightened 
leadership which I feel the District is fortunate in 
receiving from the membership of the Planning 
Committee and the School Board. 


A third article in this year’s Warrant requests the 
District to authorize the School Board to appoint a 
Planning Committee to study the possible formation 
of an AREA/Cooperative High School District with 
surrounding communities. When the total of Notting- 
ham high school pupils as listed below is combined 
with the high school aged youngsters in Barrington 
and Strafford one finds a total of 382 pupils which 
represents approximately $584,019 in fiscal 1978-79 
tuition costs for the three communities. When the 
population growth patterns in these towns for the next 
decade are considered, it becomes evident that we 
could quite possibly provide our high school age pupils 
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with a more meaningful education, formulate high 
school policy through a locally elected school board 
and accomplish it at the same or less expense to the 
taxpayers by constructing our own regional high 
school. I sincerely hope the District will authorize the 
School Board to appoint this Planning Committee.

The Supervisory Union Office has undergone 
extensive reorganization this past year with the 
specific objective being the improvement of services 
available to the School District in Supervisory Union 
#44. Improvements in the bookkeeping procedures for 
Federal funds and re-structuring the secretarial staff 
are examples of this reorganization. Other changes 
include the selection by the Supervisory Union School 
Board of Mr. Bernard R. Davis as our new Assistant 
Superintendent effective July 25, 1977. The position of 
Special Education Coordinator was created for the 
first time this year and Miss Sally D. Butler was 
selected for this position effective August 1, 1977. Her 
duties include working with Special Education 
teachers in each School District, monitoring out-of: 
district pupil placements, serving as liasion with the 
Strafford Learning Center and as the Supervisory 
Union’s contact person with the Special Education 
section in the State Department of Education. As I 
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indicated in last year’s report, Public Law 94-142 is 
and will continue to have far reaching impact on local 
School District budgets. Miss Butler’s position has 
become necessary due to the voluminous paperwork 
mandated by this new Federal legislation. 


This year a new teacher evaluation process was 
adopted by the Supervisory Union School Board. The 
development of this process represented many hours of 
effort by a sub-committee composed of teachers, 
administrators and a School Board representative. 
The development of this new process reflects the 
increased emphasis placed on evaluating the learning 
process throughout the Supervisory Union. During the 
1975-76 school year 165 teacher evaluations were 
completed throughout the Union. Last year that figure 
increased to 209 evaluations and as of February 27, 
1978, 256 evaluations have been completed. 

In addition to increased emphasis on teacher 
evaluations many hours have been devoted by School 
Board members and administration to refining and 
updating school board policies in the individual 
districts. Nottingham is no exception. Clearly stated 
board policies provide clear direction to the principal 
and staff concerning the cperation of the school. I 
commend the Nottingham School Board for 
accomplishing the task of updating the School Board 
Policies in a thoughtful and productive fashion. 


Curriculum development and refinement has been 
an objective of Mr. Karacas’s and the teachers this 
year. They have been working diligently in this area 
and have continued to improve the educational oppor- 
tunities available to the children of Nottingham. A 
specific example of this activity is the emphasis that 
has been placed on developing meaningful experiences 
for the academically gifted child. This effort 
represents a State-wide trend to have local School

District’s identify meaningful guidelines to be used in 
developing on going processess which will a) identify 
educational objectives, b) identify student outcome, c) 
identify curriculum modification and, d) developing 
effective testing procedures. 


In summary, we wish to express our appreciation to 
the members of the School Board, the teachers, pupils 
and citizens for the cooperation exhibited during the 
past year. We look forward to a long and productive 
relationship in which our mutual goal will continue to 
be the best possible education for the young people of 
Nottingham.

REPORT OF THE 
NOTTINGHAM SCHOOL BOARD 


The primary concern of the School Board this past 
year has been to meet the growing needs of our 
students and staff created by increased enrollment. A 
Building Committee of seven people were selected to 
research the possibility of an addition to the existing 
school building. We are indebted to Chairman, George 
Carver, T. Ann York, Derek Terreson, Joseph Leddy, 
Bradford Batchelder, Philip Fernald and Robert 
Carlson for their time and effort in providing us witha 
plan for expansion that will successfully accomodate 
our present and future needs. Federal EDA funding of 
100% is being sought at the present time to alleviate 
any significant rise in our tax dollar if a new addition 
should be voted for. The purchase of land for an 
addition to the existing building has been proposed. 


An additional school bus for our elementary school 
has helped considerably in cutting down on problems 
of lengthy transportation time for some students. We 
are, however, faced once again with some discipline 
problems on our high school bus run. It is hoped that 
our contact with parents of high school students on the 
Dover bus run has improved relations between 
pmageuts and the driver in regard to behavior on the 

us. 


In addition to our growing school population on the 
elementary level, the Board has been concerned with 
the increased secondary level students. We continue to 
meet with surrounding communities to discuss 
alternatives for small communities in secondary 
education. It is hoped that a study will get underway 
this year in Nottingham to search for possible 
alternatives to high school education for our students. 
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Once again we wish to thank Principal, Charles 
Karacas, as well as the efficient staff of teachers he 


directs, for their dedication and interest in our school 
children. 


In closing, we wish to emphasize our need for your 
concern and support to help formulate and shape a 
program that will continue to produce the kind of 
quality education we have experienced in the past. It is 
our hope to continue to serve the town and keep 
abreast of concerns and plans for the future develop- 
ment of our school community.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The 1977-1978 school year opened once again with a 
record enrollment of 252 students. We are fortunate to 
have a school board that is aware of the community’s 
educational needs and had the forethought to form a 
building committee. Hopefully, we will be able to work 
together to make our school one which will provide 
Nottingham with quality education without concern 
for class size and limited space. 


We have added 3 new full time members to our staff, 
Miss Merrill, first grade, Mrs. Forrest, Science (grades 
5-8) and Miss James, first grade aide. Three other part 
time members added to our staff through federally 
funded programs (Title I, Title IVB and Title 6) are as 
follows: Mrs. Wilhelm, Reading Readiness in grades | 
and 2, Miss Grossman, Human Relations (Guidance) 
grades 7 and 8, and Mr. Doyle, third grade aide. 


Nottingham has joined with Barrington, Northwood 
and Strafford to form an official athletic league. I am 
proud to announce that since becoming a part of this 
new league we have won first place trophies in the 
baseball, soccer, and softball championships. Much 
time and effort was spent by both students and 
teachers in preparation for the games. Our thanks to 
all concerned for the various parts played in helping 
our students achieve their goals. 


We were fortunate last year to receive $780.00 
through a Title IVB grant. Some of the money was 
used to purchase new equipment for the Social Studies 
department (maps, globes, transparencies, filmstrips, 
etc.) and the balance went toward our Human 
Relations Program which is in session one day per 
week for grades 7 and 8. 
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We have now fully departmentalized grades 5-8. The 
newest section is reading. Classes for these upper 
grades have been rescheduled so that all classes are 
one hour periods. We have two sections for grade 5 now 
(5A and 5B) because or our increased enrollment. This 
inevitably will occur again with other grades in the 
next few years. 


Another change caused by the increased enrollment 
is that Art is now offered two days a week. 


Various events have taken place at the school 
during the last year which include workshops for the 
students on First Aid and Survival, field trips to plays, 
films, museums and a variety of places of educational 
value. 


Workshops have been offered and attended by the 
faculty. One such workshop offered at the school 
which was a valuable learning experience for all was 
Talents Unlimited. The teachers learned ways of 
recognizing and making the most of the “untapped” 
talents of their students. 


Once again the staff and administration would like 
to thank all those (parents and interested towns- 
people) who were so helpful. They offered their services 
and helped us with supervision, athletics, class events, 
field trips, fund drives, and slide presentations. 


I am proud to announce that all grades are at or 
above grade level, according to our latest testing 
results. Next year we will be initiating a new testing 
program. In an effort to further alleviate reading 
problems that occur, we will be administering 
diagnostic reading tests. 
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Because we are interested in all the children of the 
community, whatever their specific needs, we now 
have a Pupil Placement Team for our special 
education children. This is just another way of 
attempting to educate all according to their special 
and individual needs. 


We have had a good year at the school, mainly 
because of the dedication and interest of the staff and 
community volunteers. The continuation of this 
positive attitude will mean another productive and 
successful year for all.

NOTTINGHAM 
SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT 
TO THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Nottingham School Board: 


As a result of the affirmative vote of Article Six of 
the Nottingham School District Warrant March 4, 
1977 (‘“‘to see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to appoint a building committee 
consisting of a minimum of five members. The 
committee will be directed to report back to the District 
at a special meeting or annual meeting of the District 
in March, 1978”). A committee consisting of George 
Carver, Chairman, T. Ann York, Secretary, Brad 
Batchelder, Robert Carlson, Philip Fernald, Joseph 
Leddy, and Derek Terrison was appointed. 


We the committee submit the following report: 


In answer to your first charge, “To assess and 
estimate the space requirements of the Nottingham 
School District for the next six to eight years’’. We first 
did a projected pupil enrollment analysis. This was 
prepared by Joseph Leddy and Derek Terrison and 
showed a projected total pupil enrollment by the year 
1984 - 1985 to be 419. We compared this to the Johnson 
Formula which showed a 510 total pupil enrollment for 
the same year. We then compared this with the 
Anderson-Nichols report of Population Projections. 
All three reports bear out the fact that Nottingham is 
growing and requires additional school facilities. This 
fact was again proved with the current school year 
pupil enrollment. The projected 237 pupils has grown 
to an actual enrollment of 257. 


Our next step was to look into school attendance on 
a year round basis. We used a report prepared by Barry 
L. Clough, Supt. of Schools, Supervisory Union #44 
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and other reports from educational journals. After 
reading and reviewing these reports we found this 
would be a very costly arrangement for Nottingham. 
Salaries would be more as would maintenance costs. 
An air conditioning system would have to be installed 
for classes during the summer. Everything seemed to 
point to greater costs and not really a practical answer 
to education in Nottingham. In addition, 12 month 
utilization is not recommended for total pupil 
enrollments under 1,000. 


We then reviewed the use of double sessions. We 
found double sessions can only be used when 
authorized by the state of New Hampshire for specific 
time, in conjunction with a building program. 


At this point we decided we would have to build. We 
then checked into how much land we had and found 
we have enough to build on at this time. We walked the 
land twice, once in June and once in July. In this way, 
we familiarized ourselves with the topography of the 
land and what we had to work with. By having enough 
land to build on now, we eliminate the cost of having 
to purchase land in another site and the cost of 
providing transportation to another site. Two big 
savings! We do, however, recommend to the School 
Board and Selectmen the purchase of 3 or 4 acres 
adjacent to the school for future development beyond 
the scope of eight years. Purchase of this land will 
allow an ultimate site development of 600 plus pupils. 
Money is available to purchase this land under special 
appropriations voted by the town and listed in the 
1976 Town Report p. 26, Title-Accounts owed by the 
Town-Bills Outstanding - Unexpended Balance of 
Special Appropriations Loan $9,000.00. 


After this research we recommended to the School 
Board an addition of 8 classrooms and a multi-purpose 
room with supporting facilities. We then advertised in 


the Dodge Report for Design Builders to contact us 
regarding costs and plans. 


We did not receive replies from design builders, but 
did receive replies from architects. We then contacted a 
design builder ourselves. We set up two consecutive 
nights interviewing architects and design builders. We 
found a design builder could not tie in the use of our 
older buildings with a new building other than just 
attach it. The architects on the other hand would fully 
integrate the new with the old. It was the unanimous 
decision of the committee to engage an architect. We 
went back to you, the School Board with our decision. 
We invited the architect which we felt could do the 
most for us based on their vast experience with similar 
projects. After their presentation, it was also the 
School Boards unanimous decision to engage the 
architectural firm of Haynes, Lieneck, and Smith. 


We have had many meetings with this firm in the 
selection of the plan we will present at the School 
District Meeting. We plan to have news releases in six 
different newspapers to inform the citizens of 
Nottingham of our proposal plus a public information 
meeting before the School District Meeting. 


We feel as a committee we have researched every 
possibility in assessing and estimating the space 
requirements of the Nottingham School District for 
the next six to eight years. We have spent over 500 
man hours in our research. We feel the plan and 
proposal for an eight classroom and multi-purpose 
room addition presented to you is in the best interest of 
the educational needs of Nottingham and is the most 
economical one. We strongly recommend a vote in the 
affirmative by the Nottingham townspeople.
